Independently of} the relations of 
knowledge to man as a moral an 
mortal being, his political condition under 
a free vovernment, and the interest of that 
government itself, require that every citizen 
should be educated, 

Secondly. It is impossible to secure vniversal 
education, except through the agency of tlhe 
State. J have entire contidence.in the volun- 
tary principle in’ all matters of religion and 
of Christian benevolence. For the suppor 
ot religion | would recognize no othe: prin- 
ciple. The experience ot all denomriations 
of Christians im the United States has demon- 
strated the efliciency of that principle in 
sustaining their respective institutions, and 
in propagating the, Gospel. The Congrega- 
tional churches of Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut are much inore vigorously sustained 
at present by the personal contributions of 
their members, and they also accomplish, 
much more tor the evangelization of the 
people than formerly. when they composed 
the standing order,’ and were supported 
by a local or State tax. In the United States ; 
Christians of every- name agree repudi- 
ating the connection of Church and State, as 
no less hurtttl to the purity and the ethciency 
of religkon than inconsistent with Christian 
liberty under a tree government. [| give this 
simply as their recorded judgment in their 
circumstances. But wedded as they are to 
the voluntary principle in all matters of ‘re- 
ligion, they do not seruple to call upon the 
State to make provision for the education ot 
its citizens. This demand is based not at 
all upon religious grounds.—though both the 
body politic and individual rulers are bound 
to act inall things under a sense of respor- 
sibilty to God.—but solely upon grounds ol 
political expediency, as a measure of sellt- 
protection, as a condition of the preservation 
of liberty, order, justice, peace, and. indeed. 
of the very existenee of society. The ques- 
tion of geueral education stands apart from 
all purely religious questions in its relations 
to State support. | would eall upon the State 
to educate its people, not as a religious duty, 
but for its very life: to rid itself of pauper- 
ism and of crime, and to save. itself from 
turbulence and revolution. 

If. however, the State should make no pro- 
vision for publie education, thie whole burden 


of its support would lie upon the tew who 


have sufficient patriotism and philanthrophy 
to incite them to such a work, and upon the 
various religious denominations that value 
education as a means of religious influence. 
But the proportion of citizens in any commu- 
nity whose public spirit would lead them to 
tax themselves largely for the public good 1s 
always small, and the revenue from such a 
source is always uncertain. To berrow the 
expression of the exiled Governor of Hunga- 
ry, there are many men of mere trade ~ who 
calculate, but do not think,” and a good eause 
must rely for sympathy and aid upon. those 
who think. The opposition of many property 
holders in New York to the tax for Common 
Schools is significant of what would be the 
fate of public education if left to their volun- 
tary support. In the new States of the West, 
the early settlers are so intent upon material 
improvements and pecuniary gains, that the 
intellectual wants of the people would-be 
uncared for were it not for the reservation of 
overnment lands for the purposes af educa- 
tion. The State of Wisconsin, for example, 
whose ulation has doubled in each de- 
cade of the last thirty years, is peopled in the 
ratio of about 50 per cent. by German. emi- 
rants, who become thrifty farmers and shop- 
eepers, but who are not forward in matters 
‘of education; while of the rest of the popu- 
lation, some are farmers from New England 
and New York, whose present resources are 
absoi bed in the clearing and stocking of their 
farms, the erection of buildings and the 
securing of crops: Others are speculators and 
adventurers intent only on immediate gains, 
and others merchants and professional men, 
subject to the pecuniary privations incident 
to a new country.. In such a state of society 
how little wealth or intluence would have 
been available at the outset for the cause of 
education! But the grant of government 
lands for this purpose, rating as a stimu- 
lus to individual enterprise, has enabled that 
State in its infancy to make a ‘full provision 
for.the education of its citizens as is 
made by the older States of the Union.
